a different angle, and acco rdingly my 
reminiscences hav e ano ther co mplo xtio nj 
When the grandmo thers were “ flam­ 
ming aro und” with their sleigh rides, ball, 
and all that so rt o f thing, I, tho ugh al 
mo st their o wn age, was a ho bbledeho y, 
all feet and hands; they wo uld no t lo o k at 
me, except in a patro nizing way, nev er 
as an equal, tho ugh I tho ught I had feel 
ings myself. I suppo se I must hav e been 
mistaken abo ut this tho ugh; 
A 
“ man 
beau” was the o nly g en u s h o mo 
these six 
teen o r sev enteen year o ld belles wo uld 
no tice in tho se <lnys, while the callo w 
yo uths who but a few years earlier had 
been their playmates lo o ked o n in a dazed 
surprised kind o f a way, and co uld no t un 
derstand what was the matter. 
I o bserv e 
it is no t so in Dixo n no w, and budding, 
manho o d is pro perly reco gnized by the 
fair maidens o f this generatio n. 
When I first remember there was no 
railro ad co ming into Dixo n. 
The mail 
came in the dally stage fro m Ro ckfo rd, 
Frink & Walker’s driv er so unded his ho rn 
as he dro v e into to wn and ro unded up in 
fro nt o f the po st o ffice. 
This was the 
ev ent o f the day, and ev erybo dy went to 
the o ffice to wait the distributio n o f letters 
and papers. 
Many were the jo kes that 
were cracked o n these o ccasio ns by E. B. 
Stiles, Aaro n Po rter, Co l. Aldrich, Ozias 
Wheeler and o thers. 
I went to the o ld Babtist church men­ 
tio ned by the first grandmo ther. 
Once 


ol a Sabbath mo rning I sat in a pew be 
hind the landlo rd o f a ho tel which flo ur­ 
ished abo ut that time, but no w winked 
o ut. 
He wo re o ne o f the o ld fashio ned 
standing co llars—“ dickies.” so me callet 
them,—which reached nearly up to his 
ears, there ending with a po int. 
The 
sermo n did no t o bso rb all my attentio n, 
and so o n my eye lighted o n a fed and 
ro unded bed bug perched o n the extreme 
po iut o f this standing co llar, fro m which 
po int o f v antage the insect reached o v er 
and nipped the « landlo rd's cheek, alter 
nately retreating and reappearing do wn 
and up the back o f his co at co llar as the 
latter unco nscio usly brushed the 
bitten 
place with his hand. 
Bail bo y that 1 was, 
I so o n managed to direct the general at­ 
tentio n o f the o ccupants o f the back seats 
to this interesting exhibitio n, and 
the 
ho tel was well adv ertised that day. 
In 
the “ singing seats’ I remember the faces 
o f two yo ung men, Mr. Alexander and 
Mr. Brubaker. 
“ Andrew" Is still serv ing 
in the cho ir, and to ld me recently that 
he had been at it fo rty years. 
1 was o ne o f the yo unger ho ys who 
went to the o ld sto ne scho o l ho use which 
sto o d behind where 
the Nacliusa was 
built. 
It was a dreary place unfinished 
and co ld in winter 
The big bo ys used 
to cho p the co rd wo o d sticks - the wo o d 
saw was no t used in tho se days, the use 
o f the axe was an expected acquirement, 
and the smaller o nes carried it in their 
arms. 
W hen it was v ery co ld the scho lars 
were permitted to gather abo ut the large 
bo x sto v e which o ccupied the middle o f the 
ro o m hut did no t heat the freezing walls 
and co rners. 
I think this was the o nly 
public scho o l in Dixo n o r near it at that 
time-abo ut 1853-and the winter term was 
well patro nized, many o f the scho lars 
came in fro m the co untry ev ery mo rning 
carrying their dinners iu pails, o thers 
fro m the same so urce did “ cho res” fo r 
their ho ard in to wn. 
Co l. (Henry ) No ble 
taught here, and afterwards Majo r* Lev 
anway, then, and the last I think, Mr. 
Barge. 
I remember o f hearing that the 
latter walked all the way fro m Ro ck Is­ 
land to take tins scho o l; he seemed a mild 
and patient man, and so me o f the undis­ 
ciplined yo ung ruffians tho ught to take 
adv antage o f Ids apparent lo ng suffering 
dispo sitio n, but they made a mistake, and 
he taught them a v aluable lesso n befo re 
he go t thro ugh with them. 
Amo ng the 
faces who were at this scho o l who m 
I no w ree ail 
were 
the 
McKeimev 
and Benjamin bo ys, the Burr bo ys, Henry 
Dement, Dwight and Ed. Heato n. Oscar 
Webb, Will Lo v eland, J o e Mo rrill, and 
o thers ev en then gro wn to man’s estate 
and years. 
The girls 1 do no t so well 
remember. 
Ev en then ev erybo dy was lo o king fo r 
the bo o m which has o nly no w struck 
Dixo n, and the scho o l children used to 
ta)k abo ut what was "go o d fo r the to wn;” 
alas, many o f them grew up and died be 
to re it came, ami they no w rest where the j 
screaming whistles o f the milk and sho e 
facto ries do no t disturb them. 
Ho me o f 1 
the “ best peo ple” built ho uses a lo ng 
way o ut, co nfident the limits o f the « o wn 
wo uld so o n pass beyo nd them, mo re than 
a generatio n has passed and still these 
places are suburban. 
The sho o ting o f 
the to wn to the westward was no t an 
ticipated. 
The Dixo n race tr 


criptio n o f idmself that no o ne failed to 
reco gnize it; it was a s*range mingling o f 
Irish wit and patho s, between the lines 
was the co nscio usness o f a go o d man 
“ go ne wro ng,” and a co nfessio n o f his 
helplessness. 
Amo ng the inducements 
which be o ffered was that be was “ Famil­ 
iar with the dead languages, hav ing slept 
o ne night in a grav e yard ” He also 
claimed that he had beaten the reco rd o n 
resurrectio ns.} 
Co rn whiskey was so ld fo r abo ut thirty 
o r fo rty cents a gallo n and there was a 
great deal o f it used, 
mo st 
o f the 
gro cers so ld it, 
but 
no bo dy seemed 
to think much abo ut it then. 
One J o hu 
Ho rn started a lager beer salo o n under 
the bank o n Main street, and beer drink­ 
ing became a substitute fo r whiskey to 
so me extent, 
One yo ung man, so me­ 
what pro minent in so ciety at the time 
was said to hav e drank a do zen glasses at 
a sitting, but I do no t think he lo st any 
caste by this explo it. 
It is different no w. 
The church fair mentio ned by the sec 
o nd grandmo ther, I hav e reaso ns to re 
member. 
On this o ccasio n there were 
certain transparencies which illuminated 
the windo ws o f the Exchange I|all; a so rt 
o f 
pyro tecnic display, sparks o f 
fire 
seemed to radiate fro m the center o f each 
windo w, and attracted much attentio n 
fro m the street o utside. 
Peo ple didn’t 
kno w what made the thing go , but I did 
I turned the crank. 
In the earlier years game was v ery 
plentiful, and this was a paradise f< 
bo ys. 
Flo cks o f quails o ften came inside 
the to wn. 
I remember to hav e o nce seen 
them in the trees which sto o d o n the 
gro und where Bo d w ells sto re no w stands 
One o f the greatest trials o f 
my bo y 
ho o d’s days was that o n a Sunday after 
no o n a large flo ck o f these birds lighted 
in o ur back yard. 
I had a gun, but 
the 
minister w as there, and my father wo uld 
no t let me sho o t. 
I was v ery successful 
in trapping quails in the brush which 
co v ered the gro und where Dr. Bro wn’ 
and the Schular ho use ¡mo w stand. 
Out 
side the to wn the prairie was literally 
aliv e with chickens, and in the fall o ne 
co uld no t go amiss fo r pigeo ns which 
wo uld so metimes co v er the trees so that 
they were 
almo st 
black. 
In 
the 
spring the prairie 
o ut 
at the Three 
Mile 
Branch 
abo unded 
with plo v ers 
and 
the 
bo ys 
co uld 
so metimes 
co v er a 
buggy 
bo tto m 
with 
them. 
Ducks were in the riv er almo st ev ery­ 
where, but mo re especially abo ut the 
island abo v e the dam; ev en large game, 
deer, was killed o ccasio nally alo ng the 
riv er. 
The peo ple o f Dixo n were v ery much 
excited o v er the Kansas tro ubles, 
and 
meetings were held in the co urt ho use 
where mo ney was liberally subscribed to 
help the free state cause. 
In the 
Sain 
Nicholas, No ah Bro o ks has a sto ry no w 
running, which o pens in Dixo n at this 
time and describes this excitement. 
A 
little later the famo us co mpaign o f Lin­ 
co ln and Do uglas as candidates fo r the 
senate was equally exciting, o ne candi­ 
date spo ke in the co urt ho use yard. 
l)ur 
ng the night befo re the day o n which 
» e came, an effigy o f Do uglas was hung 
acro ss Galena street, to this was attached 
a placard marked: 
“ The Arno ld 
o f 
Fifty to ur.” 
So mewhere abo ut the same 
time there was a religio us rev iv al in the 
churches, an eminent div ine game fro m 
Kentucky o r Tennessee and fo r a time 
was v ery successful, 
but 
pio us black 
J o hn Walmsley attracted the attentio n o f 
the rev eratid gentleman who asked his 
histo ry. 
J o hn to ld him he was a run 
away slav e, and was admo nished that it 
was his Christian duty to return to his 
master. 
J o hn’s reply was that he pre­ 
sumed the place was still v acant, and the 
rev erend gentleman co uld till it himself 


i f he co nsidered it a Christian duty. 
That 
destro yed 
the 
influence 
o f 
the rev iv alist in Dixo n, 
no o ne wo uld 
listen to him, and he left, at least a wiser 
man.
